The Dominion could in fact get along 
handily without any loan if these barriers 
were lowered substantially. 
Eventually the dollar supplies will have 
to be brought into equilibrium by the United 
States buying more of our products—unless 
our hard-up customers make some 
arrangement by which they can pay for their 
purchases in U.S. money. As the United 
States wants to maintain its market in 
Canada, this tariff-reduction is not a one- 
sided proposition. The time could come when 
Canadians would have to stop buying there 
because of the discount on their dollars. 


Equal Rights 

Ruling as to the legality of the new Unit- 
ed States labor law, a federal district judge 
said “The Government of the United States 
has the constitutional right to limit actions 
of any agency which would destroy repre- 
| Sentative government by the institution of 
Communism.” 

It is remarkable that a question as to 
this right should be raised in court in any 
democratic country. The government of 
Russia has no right of self-protection which 
is not equally held by every government 
that holds authority from the people it gov- 
erns. whether or not this power is set down 
in the language of a written constitution. 
The right is inherent in the fact of respon- 
sible government, and does not spring from 
Statutory enactment. 

Some millions of Russians are now liv- 
ing in forced-labor camps because they al- 
legedly sought to undermine the Communist 
System and institute a parliamentary sys- 
tem. Equally it must in the nature of things 
be proper for any and every parliamentary 
government to take measures against those 
who would undermine that system and in- 
stitute a Communist regime. 

The implied reasoning of this appeal to 
the courts is that it is quite all right for

Is Europe Miracle

WARSAW, Sept. 23.—(AP)—Warsaw is the Lazarus of 
European cities. The stone desert along the Vistula throbs 
oe... 


again with life. 

NO WORDS OR statistics can 
describe the miracle that has 
touched Poland's capita) since 
Seviet and Polish troops mopped 
up the last German resistance here 
in January, 1945 

It lay, then, a fire-gutted, dyna- 
Mite-diasted skeleton Barricades 
from the people's revolt in the 
previous summer still blocked the 
snow-covered streets. Crude wood- 
en crosses marked the sidewalk 
graves of Polish dead. 

A lend-lease Red Army truck, 
which the Russians had given to 
the Poles, carried me for miles 
through the ghostly welter of ruins. 
The sight was worse than any I 
had seen during the war in nine 
other countries 

THE RESURRECTION of their 
capital is the Poles’ greatest single 
achievement since the war. 

Before the war, there were 500,- 
000 habitable dwellings in Warsaw 
and the population approximated 
1,000,000, When the Germans left, 
there were 4,000 rooms. 

No western country experienced 
the Teutonic fury which was given 
full vent in the East. By methodi- 
cal demolitions without any milli- 
tary importance, the Wehrmacht 
turned Warsaw to rubble while the 
SS was burning the last of 2,500,000 
victims in the crematoria of Oswie- 
cim 

But 340,000 Poles have come back 
to the city whose spirit every 
foreign conqueror in history has 
failed to break. Praga has another 
200,000 By 1950 the total may 
again be 1,000,000.
